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Suter sentenced 


to four months 


COURT 

‘Tragic’ event 
for all involved 
nears ending 

A man who crashed his SUV 
into an Edmonton restaurant 
patio, killing a young boy, has 
been sentenced to four months 
in jail. 

Richard Suter, a 65-year-old 
retired businessman, had plead¬ 
ed guilty to failing to provide a 
breath sample in a death — a 
relatively new criminal offence 
that carries a maximum life 
sentence. 

Provincial court Judge Lany 
Anderson ruled Thursday that 
witnesses wrongly assumed Sut¬ 
er was drunk after his vehicle 
plowed into the patio in May 
2013. 

“As tragic as the conse¬ 
quences have been, this colli¬ 
sion was an accident caused by 
a non-impaired driving error,” 


Anderson said. 

He said Suter had also been 
given “ill-informed and bad 
legal advice” not to give a 
breath sample that night. 

The judge further took into 
account that Suter and his 
family have been subject to 
“extreme vitriol, public scorn 
and threats ... as well as vio¬ 
lent vigilante actions” since 
the crash. 

Police originally charged 
Suter with impaired driving 
causing death, as witnesses 
said he smelled of alcohol, and 
was stumbling and slurring his 
words. But court also heard 
from other witnesses who be¬ 
lieved he was sober.

Suter testified at sentencing 
that he had three drinks over 
four hours before the crash, 
but wasn’t drunk. 

He said he had been arguing 
with his wife while parking 
the SUV. When she asked for a 
divorce, he mistakenly hit the 
gas instead of the brake. 

Supporters of the boy’s 
family packed the courtroom 
for the decision, and some 
shouted at Suter as sheriffs 
led him away. 

“It’s beyond insulting,” 
Geo’s father, George Mounsef, 
later said outside court. “Four 
months is a joke.” 

The Crown had recom¬ 
mended a three-year prison 
term. The defence suggested 
a fine. 

Anderson ruled that the grav¬ 
ity of the crime called for some 
time behind bars. 

Suter is also suspended from 
driving for 30 months upon 
his release. 
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She asked for a violin for Christmas. 
He's made it happen.

Social change is the goal

Sometimes social change looks 
like a roll of rainbow-coloured 
hockey tape. 

“We believe that these six 
colours can change the hockey 


world,” says Kris Wells, direc¬ 
tor of the Institute for Sexual 
Minority Studies and Services 
at the University of Alberta. 

“Pride Tape will be a badge 
of support from the hockey 
world to LGBTQ youth.” 

The Institute plans to do 
an initial run of 10,000 rolls 
that will be given free to local 
teams across the country. And 
they’ve launched a Kiclcstarter 
campaign to raise the $54,000 
needed. 

They’re partnering with Cal- 
der Bateman Communications 
who came up with the idea 


of tape. “We’re huge, huge, 
hockey fans, so the last thing 
we wanted to do was interfere 
with play,” Creative Director 
Jeff McLean says. 

“It’s highly visible but it’s 
not getting in the way. But it’s 
also something very personal 
to the players.” 

Elliott Tanti is a volunteer 
with the program who de¬ 
scribes himself as a “casual 
but passionate” player. 

Like many Canadians, he 
grew up playing hockey. He 
says he jumped at the chance 
to volunteer because of his 


friends and family in the LG¬ 
BTQ community. 

“There was always a subtext 
to the dressing room and this 
hyper-masculinity to sports 
that was always sort of as¬ 
sumed,” he says, “I think that’s 
consistent from minor league 
hockey right up to the pros.” 

Wells says many LGBTQ 
youth avoid sports because 
they don’t feel it’s a welcom¬ 
ing environment, pointing out 
that there still aren’t any out 
players in the NHL. 

“Change is going to take 
captains and coaches and com¬ 


munity members stepping for¬ 
ward,” he says, “Pride Tape 
says without having to say the 
words, that I’m an ally.” 

The campaign has a power¬ 
ful ally in Andrew Ference, 
alternate captain of the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers, who is featured in 
a new TV campaign. 

“You have to remember that 
this is an invisible minority so 
many individuals won’t come 
out until they know it’s go¬ 
ing to be a safe environment,” 
Wells says, “because the default 
for too long was that it wasn’t 
going to be safe.” 



AMBULANCE 

Province

Alberta Health Services an¬ 
nounced new ambulance re¬ 
sponse time targets Thursday, 
as part of a group of measure¬ 
ments designed to give people 
more confidence in the system. 

As Metro reported Tuesday, the 
new target for an ambulance’s 
arrival on scene will be 12 min¬ 
utes in urban areas, 90 per cent 
of time. 

When the city of Edmonton 
ran the service in 2009, the stan¬ 
dard was nine minutes, 90 per 
cent of the time. Rural commun¬ 
ities can expect slower ambulance 
response times. 

Dale Weiss, AHS’ northern 
executive director for emergency 
medical services, said when the 
organization first started investi¬ 
gating targets they found differ¬ 
ent measures existed—and servi¬ 
ces weren’t hitting benchmarks. 

“We looked at (targets) in Al¬ 
berta,” he said. “Targets and what 
they were performing at are two 
different things.” 

Weiss said the targets AHS has 
established are not a reflection 
of the response times the system 
was hitting, but instead the result 
of aspirational goals. 

Beyond response time, AHS 
now plans to publicly report on 
time taken to dispatch a call, pa¬ 
tient satisfaction and time ambu¬ 
lances spend waiting to transfer 
patients in hospitals. 

The new standard for ambu¬ 
lance waits is 90 minutes, 90 per 
cent of the time. Weiss said that’s 
achievable, but it will take work 
at eveiy local hospital.

Music store 
owner fulfils 
one woman’s

Scrawled in neat cursive on 
lined paper, an unidentified 
young woman staying at an 
Edmonton youth shelter had 
a captivating Christmas wish. 

Posted on Twitter Tuesday 
evening by the Youth Em¬ 
powerment and Support Ser¬ 
vices (YESS), the image was 
one of the “wants and needs” 
lists the shelter asks their cli¬ 
ents to write every year during 
the holidays. 

“Her wants were a violin, 
violin books, and a case to put 
the violin in. Her needs were 
love, written like five times,” 
YESS Supervisor Delalie Mor- 
totsi said. 

“I saw that and was like, ‘I 
can’t really buy you love, but 


I can try to make this other 
one happen for you.’” 

The image was shared doz¬ 
ens of times by community 
members eager to help find 
a violin for the 19-year-old 
woman. 

With a budget of only $50, 
Mortotsi contacted Bella Music 
Ltd. owner Jim Doucet to see 
if he could help out. When 
she arrived at his west end 
shop on Wednesday, he had 
a handcrafted, 

$300 violin wait¬ 
ing for her at a 
special price. 

“He wrote $0 
at the end of the 
invoice,” Mor¬ 
totsi said. “I was 
like, Wow, that’s 
amazing.’” 

But making 
music accessible to everyone 
isn’t new for Doucet, who’s 
been donating violins and 
instrument parts to music 
schools and students in Cuba 
for 10 years. 

Last year, he gave nine vio¬ 
lins to music students on the 
Paul Band First Nation. 

“I have violins, so it’s some¬ 
thing I can do,” Doucet said. 


“If I’m not using them, I mean, 
what the heck — somebody 
should be using them. It’s a 
good feeling, and that’s what 
Christmas is all about. 

“They don’t have to look 
pretty. Some of these old beat¬ 
ers are actually the best.” 

Doucet still picked what he 
described as the nicest vio¬ 
lin for the young woman. He 
found a bow and a hard case, 
added a block of rosin and a 
cleaning cloth 
and played it 
himself for 20 
minutes just 
to make sure 
everything was 
all right. 

Mortotsi 
won’t say much 
about the vio¬ 
lin’s recipient 
to protect her identity. She 
did say that she first started 
coming to the youth shelter in 
the summer, isn’t from Canada 
and played the violin when 
she was younger. 

Mortotsi said she wasn’t 
scheduled to work Christmas 
day, but will be coming in to 
see the look on this young 
woman’s face — and those of 


some of the other 300 youth 
the shelter serves every year 
— as they open their gifts on 


Christmas morning. 

“I’m super excited,” she 
said. “Everybody in the com¬ 


munity has been really great 
with their support. It’s been 
overwhelming.”

Alberta has oil and ATB Fi¬ 
nancial chief economist Todd 
Hirsch, and forever, it seems, 
the two shall be both friend 
and foe. 

Hirsch published a blog ear¬ 
lier this week pointing out the 
10 best things about Alberta’s 
economy that weren’t related 
to oil — for brevity, the main 
ones were green energy, strong 
universities, the province’s 
mayors and a young, hungry 
demographic. 

But Hirsch doesn’t mince 
words on Alberta’s econom¬ 
ic state, which is tied to the 
price of oil. 

He’s “not optimistic” about 
it, he said, conceding oil is 
critical. “I think it’s going to 
be a rough ride.” 

But Hirsch isn’t pessimis¬ 
tic, either. 

The reason, he said, is that 
oil often dominates Alberta’s 
economy, making it near im¬ 
possible for other sectors to 
gain a foothold. 

For instance, the tech sec¬ 
tor keeps showing promise in 
Alberta, but when oil’s hot, it 
kills economic potential, pull¬ 
ing all people into it, he said. 

As Hirsch said, tech star¬ 
tups, “can’t hire a reception¬ 
ist for $75,000 a year,” during 
the booms. 

For that reason, while he 
sees 2016 as a bumpy road, 
Hirsch said Alberta can at least 
continue to diversify during it. 

“Now we have the opportun¬ 
ity to perhaps encourage other 
sectors to reexamine Alberta,” 
he said. “We’ve got this young, 
educated population, fantastic 
infrastructure, great universi¬ 
ties and available office space.”

Premier concerned 
by lost oil revenues

Despite a steep drop in oil 
prices this year, Premier 
Rachel Notley believes the 
province’s budget is still in 
strong shape. 

Oil, which was pegged at a 


yearly average of $50 per bar¬ 
rel in the October budget, was 
trading around $34 on Thurs¬ 
day and has not consistently 
traded above $50 since July. 

Every dollar below the aver¬ 
age the province lands at the 
end of the year costs Alberta 
$170 million in revenue. 

But Notley said she hopes 
the early highs this year will 
balance out the recent lows. 

“I don’t think we are ul¬ 
timately going to be that far 
off because the beginning of 
the year, the price was a lot 
higher. If you look at the aver¬ 
age we are still pretty much 
on pace,” she said. 

The NDP projected a

$6.1-billion deficit in its 
budget this year, but Fi¬ 
nance Minister Joe Ceci said 
the government would watch 
oil closely and make adjust¬ 
ments if necessary. 

Notley said that remains 
the plan. 

“Obviously, going forward 
we are going to have to keep 


an eye on what happens with 
the projections and adjust ac¬ 
cordingly, but that’s not sur¬ 
prising,” she said. “Oil goes 
up and down and in any given 
day you’re going to get two 
widely different projections.” 

She said her government 
also wants to find ways to ease 
the pain of the oil slide and 
get Albertans back to work. 

“We’re working on differ¬ 
ent job creation incentives. 
We have significantly upped 
our capital investment. We’re 
engaging in a number of dif¬ 
ferent economic diversifica¬ 
tion strategies. We are try¬ 
ing to pull as many levers as 
we can.”

Minimum 
wage hike 
would cost 
jobs: CFIB 

The Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business says it has 
obtained an internal NDP memo 
suggesting the province knows 
plans for more increases to the 
minimum wage could result in 
“significant job losses.” 

The CFIB says it obtained a 
briefing memo from the ministry 
of labour through a freedom of 
information request. 

CFIB spokesman Richard Trus- 
cott says the memo tells a differ¬ 
ent story than the government 
has been saying. He says the prov¬ 
ince has been maintaining that 
hiking the minimum wage to 
$15 an hour by 2018 would cre¬ 
ate jobs, not kill them. 

Labour Minister Lori Sigurdson 
released an emailed statement 
saying the province’s analysis 
of “the potential impact of this 
year’s increase... found that there 
would not be negative economic 
consequences,” adding the gov¬ 
ernment believes those earning 
the least should be able to take 
care of their families. 

However, Truscott says the in¬ 
ternal briefing prepared for Sig¬ 
urdson ahead of the October in¬ 
crease which took the minimum 
wage to $11.20 is less certain. 

“At this point it is not fully 
known what the overall impact 
of this kind of upwards wage 
pressure would have on what is 
still an uncertain economy,” says 
the memo, “but it is reasonable 
to assume that job loss and per¬ 
haps significant job loss is one 
realistic possibility.” 

The document has the Op¬ 
position Wildrose urging the 
premier to delay the increase. 

“Whether it’s the jump in the 
minimum wage, tax hikes, a new 
carbon tax, or royalty reviews, 
it’s obvious the NDP give little 
to no thought on the economic 
consequences,” Wildrose labour 
critic Grant Hunter says in a re¬ 
lease.

Police working with indigenous people 


Edmonton police have 
strengthened their relation¬ 
ship with the indigenous com¬ 
munity in recent years, but 
police Chief Rod Knecht said 
there’s still work to be done. 

Around 900 Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service officers received 
cultural sensitivity training 
since the Edmonton Police 
Service’s Aboriginal Policing 
Strategy was implemented in 
2013, Knecht said. 

The strategy has resulted in 


a “dramatic” improvement to 
their relationship with the in¬ 
digenous community over the 
past few years, he said. 

“We’re aggressively invested 
in responding to the needs of 
an urban aboriginal commun¬ 
ity,” Knecht said. “Is there more 
we can do? Yes, and there will 
continue to be more that we 
can do.” 

Knecht said police will con¬ 
tinue to invest heavily in edu¬ 
cation, intervention and youth 


matters in the coming year. 

Aboriginal community 
member and Reconciliation 
in Solidarity Edmonton (RISE) 
co-founder Miranda Jimmy said 
she has noticed police focus¬ 
ing time and effort on building 
relationships in recent years. 

But police could do more by 
focusing on indigenous rep¬ 
resentation within their or¬ 
ganization, including encour¬ 
aging youth to consider careers 
within their ranks, Jimmy said. 


“I feel like things have 
changed,” Jimmy said. “They’re 
trying new things, which is 
always good. The only goal I 
think EPS should be focusing 
on is recruitment and training 
of more Aboriginal members. 

“But the challenge with that 
is you can only pick from who 
applies. So if there aren’t those 
applicants, or if they’re not 
meeting necessary require¬ 
ments, then they don’t have a 
lot of choice.” andrea ross/metro

The University of Alberta’s 
Faculty of Native Studies is 
installing video surveillance 
outside their buildings after 
a recent arson attempt. 

The vandalism happened 
sometime Monday night or 
early Tuesday morning, when 
it is alleged someone stuffed 
newspaper into the Red River 
cart and tried to light it on fire. 

The cart is a relic signifying 
the university’s relationship 
with the indigenous commun¬ 
ity, and stands beside a tipi 
on the lawn in front of Pem¬ 
bina Hall. 

A staff member noticed parts 
of the cart were burned on 
Tuesday morning, and reported 
it to the University of Alberta 
Protective Services. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice is also investigating the 
incident, and said they have 
no suspects in custody. 

Security in the area will be 


increased in wake of the inci¬ 
dent, associate dean of research 
Chris Andersen said. 

“It’s an awful thing to hap¬ 
pen. I have no idea why some¬ 
body would do that, or why 
anybody would ever vandalize 
things,” Andersen said. “We 
had already had discussion 
with folks on campus about 
putting in surveillance cam¬ 
eras, and it’ll be expedited 
now.” 

Red River carts were pulled 
by horses and used by the Me¬ 
tis people to transport goods 
across the prairies during the 
19th centuiy. The U of A’s cart 
was installed in November as 
a gift to the faculty from the 
Metis Nation of Alberta. 

“I’m glad the university is 
taking it seriously,” Andersen 
said. 

“At one level, we see this 
hopefully as the beginning of 
a broader conversation about 
disrespect for symbols on cam¬ 
pus and especially respect for 
cultural symbols like these.”

Boyle Street Community Services 
aims to add its own spark to the 
skyline growing around it in the 
arena district. 

The centre announced plans 
Thursday for a $60-million build¬ 
ing at its current site on 105th 
Street, one that Executive Dir¬ 
ector Julian Daly said is badly 
needed. 

“Our building that we are cur¬ 
rently in was built as a banana¬ 
ripening warehouse and was 
never really designed as a com¬ 
munity centre,” he said. 


Daly said a new, expanded 
facility will allow the centre to 
offer more services, such as laun- 
diy and shower facilities, as well 
as housing. He added that many 
of the centre’s programs aren’t 
actually housed in its building 
because there’s no space. 

The proposed building aims 
to bring indigenous culture into 
the design, which Daly said is 
important. 

“For the whole of our history, 
aboriginal people and aboriginal 
culture have been central. About 
80 per cent of the people who 
come through our doors everyday 
are of aboriginal decent,” he said. 


With the arena across the 
street, Daly sees the new build¬ 
ing as symbolizing two cultures 
coming together. 

“We could right at the heart 
of the city join those two parts 
of our city, which is indigenous 
Edmonton and non-indigenous 
Edmonton,” he said. 

Daly said that despite the 
value of the land, they don’t 
want to move. 

“This is our home and we have 
been where we have been for 
over 20 years,” he said. 

He said the next step will be 
to raise funds. They hope to have 
full government backing.

A new discovery headed for 
human trials at the University 
of Alberta could significantly 
improve cell transplants for 
diabetes patients—a proced¬ 
ure that means they don’t 
have to inject insulin for long 
periods of time.

from a donor’s pancreas 
called ‘islets’ that produce 
insulin. Since researchers at 
the university developed a 
method called the Edmon¬ 
ton Protocol in 1999, more 
than 250 people have been 
treated here. 

But patients have to take 
anti-rejection drugs, which 
have the side effect of mak¬ 
ing the islets produce less 
insulin, meaning each per¬ 
son usually needs at least 
two transplants. 

“It’s a vicious cycle, they 
get the islets, but there are 
factors that may impact the 
islet long-term,” said Dr. Boris 
Gala-Lopez, lead author of the 
study and a clinical-research 
fellow in the Department of 
Surgery. 

Now, researchers have dis¬ 


covered that soaking the cells 
in an anti-aging glycopeptide 
(AAGP) that mimics one found 
in Arctic fish can be used to 
protect islets from the effects 
of the anti-injection drugs. 

The cells “are protected in 
a remarkably durable man¬ 
ner,” Dr. James Shapiro, sen¬ 
ior author and Canada re¬ 
search chair in transplant 
surgery and regenerative 
medicine, said in a release. 

“We find we need far fewer 
cells to treat diabetes in our 


preclinical models than we 
would normally.” 

AAGP hasn’t been tested 
on human islets yet, but 
Gala-Lopez is hopeful they’ll 
see the same effect. Fewer 
transplants per patient would 
mean the procedure could be 
performed on more people. 

“This is a transplant that 
would allow quality of life 
for many people, especially 
young people who are active, 
working and having a life,” 
Gala-Lopez said.

Edmonton is a city of runners. 
But as the days get shorter 
the urge to hibernate gets 
stronger. 

Ken Riess teaches in NAIT’s 
personal fitness trainer pro¬ 
gram and swears that with a 
little extra preparation, you 


can be hitting the river val¬ 
ley all winter long: “It’s just 
a combination of equipment, 
motivation and state of mind.” 

1) Dress for the weather: 
“Like your mom used to tell 
you, dress in layers,” Riess 
says. That means a windproof 
garment on top, an insulating 
layer and then a base layer to 
wick moisture off your skin. 
For your feet, Riess swears by 
detachable cleats. 

2) Think exertion, not dis¬ 
tance: If you’re a dedicated 
runner it’s easy to get dis¬ 
couraged as everything’s go¬ 
ing to be a bit slower. But 
that doesn’t mean it’s not a 
workout. “In winter, go for 
effort, not time,” Riess says. 


3) Stay hydrated: Despite 
the temperature, you actual¬ 
ly sweat the same amount 
in winter, if not more, Re¬ 
iss says. So if you’re out for 
more than half an hour, bring 
water. Bonus tip: Keep a bottle 
under your clothes to prevent 
it from freezing. 

4) Get in the zone: “I think 
the hardest thing about 
running outside in winter 
is thinking about running 
outside in the winter,” Riess 
says. If you can talk yourself 
into putting on your exercise 
clothes, it’s just one more 
step. 

He says it’ll be worth it 
once you get out there. “I 
love it; it’s great.”

As 2015 closes, Premier Rachel 
Notley met with Metro to 
answer questions about the 
road ahead and her first seven 
months in office. Here’s what 
she said. 


METRO: If the economy isn't 
at where you budgeted it 
would be at, do you have a 
plan? 

NOTLEY: We always do. Any 
good government is going to 
keep an eye on the state of the 
economy and look at whether 
the recoveiy happens as soon 
as you expect it to or whether 
that is more delayed. 

That’s why we introduced 
a budget this year that was 
veiy focused on, as I have said 
in other occasions, partner¬ 
ing with Albertans as we try to 
move ahead through this dif¬ 
ficult time rather than taking 
an economic crisis and piling 
onto it, with a whole bunch of 
additional crises. 


METRO: Yours is the first 
NDP government in Al¬ 
berta's history, but, given 
the situation you walked 
into, do you feel you've 
been dealt a bad hand? 


METRO: Do you go ahead 
with your platform, like Bill 
6 or increasing minimum 
wage, or do you have to con¬ 
sult, since some didn't vote 
for you or the platform? 

NOTLEY: I think for the 
most part on certain issues 
that are principle-based, you 
move forward. 

On Bill 6, it is our respon¬ 
sibility that we didn’t com¬ 
municate well enough with 
people, that we created worry 
on the impact this would have 
on people’s way of life. 

It was never our intention 
that family members or un¬ 
paid workers would be cov¬ 
ered by it, but we didn’t make 
it clear at the outset. 


regulations, that’s the way 
the legislation is structured 
in Alberta and in most other 
jurisdictions. 

More and more farmers will 
see that the things they were 
worried about are not things 
that they needed to be worried 
about. 

METRO: A lot of economists 
are predicting this will be a 
bad year. Are you worried 
about the year ahead? 

NOTLEY: I am worried about 
it on behalf of many Alberta 
families who are worried 
about it. I don’t think you can 
be someone who cares about 
their community and not 
worry about it. 


That’s why, as I say, we have 
already embarked upon a 
budget that is geared to giving 
us levers that we can pull to at¬ 
tempt to provide greater levels 
of support as needed. 

We still have to balance that 
with prudence with respect 
to the budget, but I think we 
certainly need to do eveiy- 
thing we can to support fam¬ 
ilies, understanding that it’s 
a dip and it’s not going to last 
forever. There will be some 
recoveiy. 

Certainly, if you’ve just been 
handed a layoff notice, you 
don’t care what’s coming six 
months or 18 months down 
the road. You care about right 
now. 


That’s why we put in the 
amendment that we did, to 
say that it’s in the legislation 
and you can count on this. 

Now going forward in terms of 
the development of the regu¬ 
lations and the timing of the 
application of the pieces of it, 
that’s something we always in¬ 
tended to engage in, in a veiy 
consultative way, just as eveiy 
other sector has engaged in a 
veiy consultative way. 


METRO: You brought the 
bill before the consultation, 
though? 

NOTLEY: No, not really. The 
consultation is on the regula¬ 
tions and so the heart of this

Foreign Affairs Minister Ste- 
phane Dion raised the matter 
with his Saudi counterpart,

They 
discussed the state of human 
rights in Saudi Arabia as well as 
Badawi’s case, where Dion re¬ 
iterated a request for clemency.

It’s back to the drawing board 
for the controversial memorial 
to the victims of communism, 
— a new location, a new design 
and a smaller budget. 

On Thursday, the feder¬ 
al government squashed its 
predecessors’ much-maligned 
plan to build the memorial on 
land southwest of the Supreme 
Court building in Ottawa. 

Ottawa’s city council, com¬ 
munity and architectural 


groups and Chief Justice Bev¬ 
erley McLachlin all opposed 
that location. 

Heritage Minister Melanie 
Joly said the memorial will in¬ 
stead be built at the Garden of 
the Provinces and Territories. 

Joly said she consulted more 
than 30 people and there was 
consensus that the memorial 
should be moved there. 

“It is a place clearly accessible 
to residents and visitors,” she 


said. The design of the memor¬ 
ial, which has also come under 
criticism, will be scrapped. 

Joly said a new design com¬ 
petition will be launched in the 
new year, with a view to com¬ 
pleting the memorial by 2018. 

The planned $5.5-million 
budget is also no more, but Joly 
said the federal government is 
still helping fund the project, 
with contributions capped at 
$1.5 million, half the new cost.

S30M road to tree 
remote reserve 


Tears flowed and a victory 
drumming song reverberated 
through the Manitoba legis¬ 
lature Thursday as an isolat¬ 
ed reserve under one of the 
country’s longest boil-water 
advisories received a lifeline 
to the outside world. 

It was a day Chief Erwin Red- 
slcy said he never thought he 
would see in his lifetime — all 
three levels of government 
coming together to fund a 
$30-million all-weather road 
connecting the Shoal Lake 40 
reserve and its 270 residents 
to the mainland. 

The commitment marks 
a turning point for the com¬ 
munity and for First Nations 
in Canada, he said. 

“This is a new beginning,” 
Redsky said, his voice shaking. 
“Let’s not dwell on the past. 
Let’s move forward together. 

“First Nations will be part 
of this country to rebuild it 
again. Today, the work begins.” 

The reserve on the Manitoba- 
Ontario boundary was cut off 
101 years ago during construc¬ 
tion of an aqueduct to carry 
fresh water to Winnipeg. The 


land was taken without permis¬ 
sion and residents have been 
living with the consequences 
ever since, Redsky said. 

The reserve has been with¬ 
out clean water for 18 years. A 
new water treatment plant is 
too expensive to build without 
a road to transport supplies, he 
said. Residents have died cross¬ 
ing an ice road in the winter. 

In the summer, the First 
Nation depends on an aging 
ferry, but the vessel failed a 
government inspection this 
year. Ambulances won’t risk 
going to the community and 
children have to leave the re¬ 
serve to continue their educa¬ 
tion past Grade 8. 

However, the Liberals prom¬ 
ised during the recent elec¬ 
tion to come up with Ottawa’s 
share. It’s a moral obligation, 
said Indigenous Affairs Minis¬ 
ter Carolyn Bennett. 

“This couldn’t wait any long¬ 
er,” Bennett said to applause. 
“We see this as an important 
first step in us partnering with 
First Nations and renewing the 
relationship.”

Montreal teen first found 
guilty of new terror crime 

The prosecution says a 
Montreal-area teen has 
become the first person in 
Canada to be found guilty 
of attempting to leave the 
country to participate in 
terrorism-related activities. 

The teen, who cannot be 
named, was found guilty 
of two terrorism-related 
offences on Thursday as 
youth court Judge Domi¬ 
nique Wilhelmy handed 


down the verdict. He was 
facing two charges: com¬ 
mitting a robbery in asso¬ 
ciation with a terrorist or¬ 
ganization and planning to 
leave Canada to participate 
in the activities of a terror¬ 
ist group abroad. 

"It is a first, it is a new 
infraction and it is the first 
conviction " federal pros¬ 
ecutor Marie-Eve Moore 
told reporters. The new

Trudeau says 
there’s no 
need to open 
Constitution 

Justin Trudeau says there is no 
pressing problem facing the 
country that can only be resolved 
by opening the Constitution — a 
laborious, time-consuming road 
the new prime minister has no 
intention of going down. 

That includes the fact that 
Quebec has never formally 
signed onto the Constitution, 
which was patriated in 1982 with 
a charter of rights by Trudeau’s 
father, Pierre, over the objections 
of the province’s then-separatist 
government. 

“What I ask now to anyone 
who offers to open the Constitu¬ 
tion, or says we should open the 
Constitution, is: what concrete 
problem are we trying to solve 
that is unsolvable without open¬ 
ing the Constitution?” Trudeau 
said during a 75-minute sit-down 
with the Ottawa bureau of The 
Canadian Press. 


“I’d rather be talking about 
climate change and energy issues 
and job creation and training and 
health care and all these things 
that will make a concrete differ¬ 
ence in people’s lives.” 


Trudeau scoffed at a sugges¬ 
tion that Quebec’s continued 
refusal to sign the Constitution 
is a major problem. 

“Which articulates itself 
how?” he asked rhetorically. 


Some Quebecers will always 
complain that Quebec is ex¬ 
cluded from the Constitution, 
Trudeau acknowledged. But the 
Constitution does apply to the 
province and nothing in it has

limited Quebec’s ability to deliver 
health care or education or take 
action on the issues that matter 
most to Quebecers, he said. 

As well, he said Quebecers 
are among those who value the 
charter of rights most highly. 

Moreover, Trudeau asserted 
that the Oct. 19 federal election 
showed, for the first time in three 
decades, that Quebecers want 
to re-engage and play a role in 
the governance of the countiy. 

“More than half the MPs elect¬ 
ed in Quebec are from the gov¬ 
erning party. That is an indication 
that Quebecers are not excluded 
from government or feeling ex¬ 
cluded from Canada.”

Documents disclose Bill C -27 options

The Canadian government con¬ 
sidered punishing First Nations 
who refused to comply with 
controversial financial trans¬ 
parency legislation by putting 
someone else in control of their 
books, according to newly re¬ 
leased documents. 

The Toronto Star obtained 
a memo prepared for former 
aboriginal affairs minister 
Bernard Valcourt in February 

— released in response to an 
access-to-information request 

— recommending options for 
dealing with First Nations that 
had not yet complied with the 
First Nations Financial Transpar¬ 


ency Act (Bill C-27). 

The law, brought in by the pre¬ 
vious Conservative government, 
requires First Nations to submit 
financial documents, including 
audited financial statements 
and the salaries and expenses 
of chiefs and band councilors, to 
be published on the Indigenous 
and Northern Affairs website. 

The partially redacted memo 
at one point discusses the idea 
of placing non-compliant First 
Nations under third-party man¬ 
agement, which means a private- 
sector consultant would take over 
the administration of money 
associated with departmentally 


funded programs and services. 

The memo acknowledges this 
would be a risky move. 

“Imposing a third-party fund¬ 
ing agreement manager as a sanc¬ 
tion of non-compliance for First 
Nations must be carefully con¬ 
sidered and should be aligned 
with the funding agreement. An 
assessment of the default situa¬ 


tion and potential risks to deliv¬ 
ery of community programs and 
services should be considered,” 
reads the memo dated Feb. 26. 

“There is a potential risk to the 
(department)’s default manage¬ 
ment policy framework of em¬ 
ploying third-party management 
as a sanction,” says the memo.

Migrants from around the 
world are sharing their life 
stories in a unique “I am a Mi¬ 
grant” campaign, launched by 
the International Organization 
of Migration to remind the 
world of the value of migrants. 

Hundreds of people — in¬ 
cluding a Somali woman who 
moved to Canada to go to uni¬ 
versity, a French woman in 
Georgia and a Congolese artist 
in Mauritania — are participat¬ 
ing in the global social media 
campaign, posting their pro¬ 
files and photos on the website 
iamamigrant.org. 

“We know from economic 
reports the incredible contribu¬ 
tions migrants make. But it is 
easy to forget that,” said Leon¬ 
ard Doyle, IOM spokesman.

The campaign comes at a 
time when the news has been 
focused on scenes of desperate 
refugees, and the sometimes 
extreme political reactions 
those images have provoked.

Global refugee numbers bypass 20M

The global refugee population 
has surpassed the 20-million 
mark for the first time since 
1992 while the number of 
those returning home is at 
its lowest level, says the United 
Nations refugee agency. 

According to its 2015 mid¬ 
year update report, an aver¬ 
age of 4,600 people are being 
forced to flee their countries 
every day as Syria’s war re¬ 
mains the single biggest cause 
worldwide of both new refu¬ 
gees and continuing mass inter¬ 
nal and external displacement. 

By the end of June, there 
were 20.2 million refugees — 
up from 19.5 million a year ago 
— and 34 million internally 
displaced people (IDP) — up by 
2 million — around the world. 

In the first six months of the 
year, the international com¬ 
munity received 993,600 asy¬ 
lum claims, accounting for a 
78 per cent increase over the 
same period in 2014, said the 
report to be released in Gen¬ 
eva on Friday. 

“Forced displacement is now 
profoundly affecting our times. 


It touches the lives of millions 
of our fellow human beings — 
both those forced to flee and 
those who provide them with 
shelter and protection,” said

refugees by the end of Febru¬ 
ary is one bright spot amid the 
world crisis, the report also 
shows some worrisome trends. 

Voluntary return rates — 
which measures how many 
refugees have safely returned 
home — are at their lowest lev¬ 
els in three decades. By June, 
only 84,000 people managed to 
go back to their home coun¬ 
tries, compared to 107,000 in 
the same period last year. 

The consequence of having 
more refugees stuck in exile is 
the pressure it puts on countries 
hosting them, something if un¬ 
managed, “can increase resent¬ 
ment and abet politicization of

The movement still has a 
long way to go: There are more 
than 24,000 U.S. high schools. 
Supporters expect that such 
decisions will be made more 
quickly now that people have 
mostly stopped debating the 
underlying science. 

Proponents of later start 
times got a boost last year 
when the American Academy 
of Pediatrics said that while 
starting later isn’t a panacea for 


teen health and academic prob¬ 
lems, it can improve students’ 
lives in many other ways. 

“Essentially, across the 
board, any domain that you 
look at improves pretty dra¬ 
matically,” said Dr. Judy Owens 
of Boston Children’s Hospital 
and author of the academy’s 
policy statement on teen sleep. 
After the report, the Centers 


for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention also pushed for later 
bell times. 

Research studies have shown 
later start times help combat 
sleep deprivation in teens, who 
naturally fall asleep later than 
their parents would like, and 
improve academic success, at¬ 
tendance, mental health and 
cut sleep-related car accidents. 


Bridget Shelton, a freshman 
at Seattle’s Roosevelt High 
School, believes the change 
in bell times will help her move 
from getting 6-7 hours of sleep 
to closer to 8 hours next year. 

“I know many students that 
come in and are just struggling 
to stay awake,” she said. “Many 
of my friends are falling asleep 
in class.”

the panel deadlocked over

Exec who jacked up 
drug price arrested 


Martin Shlcreli, the former 
hedge-fund manager vilified 
for buying Turing Pharmaceut¬ 
icals and jacking up the price 
of a life-saving drug more than 
50-fold, was arrested Thursday 
on securities fraud charges un¬ 
related to the furor. 

The boyish-looking 32-year- 
old entrepreneur — an un- 
apologetically aggressive 
businessman and relentlessly 
self-promoting figure who has 
called himself “the world’s 
most eligible bachelor” on 
Twitter and recently plunged 
into the hip-hop world by buy¬ 
ing an unreleased album by 
Wu-Tang Clan — was taken 
into custody in a grey hoodie 
and awaited an appearance 
in federal court in Brooklyn. 

Online, many people took 
instant glee in his arrest, some 
of them joking about a judge 


ratcheting up his sentence 
or lawyers jacking up their 
hourly fees 5,000 per cent for 
defending him in his hour of 
need. 

Shlcreli was charged in an 
indictment unconnected to 
the drug price hikes imposed 
by his company Turing Phar¬ 
maceuticals. The charges in¬ 
stead involve his actions at 
another pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany, Retrophin, which he ran 
as CEO from 2012 to 2014. 

The indictment said Shlcreli 
and others orchestrated three 
interrelated fraud schemes 
from 2009 to 2014. It said they 
fraudulently induced investors 
to sink their money into two 
separate funds and misappro¬ 
priated Retrophin’s assets to 
satisfy Shlcreli’s personal and 
professional debts.

Facebook Inc. will highlight 
Photo Magic in a Messenger 
update that started rolling out 
Thursday to users of Apple’s 
iPhones and smartphones run¬ 
ning on Google’s 
Android software. 

The update is be¬ 
ing distributed to 
a broad audience 
after a month of 
testing among 
smartphone users 
in Australia. Face- 
book is planning to 
make Photo Magic 
available to Mes¬ 
senger users eveiy- 
where in the world, except 
in Canada and the European 
Union.

A group of 20-somethings flew 
from Vancouver to El Salvador 
earlier this month to build 
new homes for agricultural 
families displaced by flood¬ 
ing. Their materials included 
wood, fibre cement and, most 
importantly, Snapchat. 

The millennials used the 
popular video-messaging app 
to record heartfelt donation re¬ 
quests, and then fanned them 
out to their social networks. In 
short order, each had crowd- 
funded the $3,000 required 
per home for the 20 families. 

The innovative fundraising 
method that leverages several 
technologies was developed by 
a Vancouver technology startup 
called Change Heroes. 

It’s just one of several ven¬ 
tures by British Columbia-based 
tech companies that are turn¬ 
ing philanthropy on its head. 
They’re doing it by tapping 
the hard-to-reach millennial 
demographic using the digital 
medium that dominates their 
lifestyle. 

By using the tools young 
adults communicate with, in 
this case personal, one-to-one 
video messages, more than 50 
per cent of those asked made 
donations.

You don't have a 
right to a free online 
comment section 


Commenters on the Globe and 
Mail's website are (predictably) 
dismayed. 

The Toronto Star announced 
the end to its online comment 
sections on Wednesday, and 
when the Globe reported the 
move, its own readers — more 
than 400 of them — mourned 
the loss. 

One wrote a six-point 
defence of comment sections 
as avenues for free expression. 
Some argued the "ultra-left 
downtown elites" couldn't 
handle the heat. Many called it 
short-sighted and said they've 
no interest in commenting on 
social media. They like their 
anonymity and even promised 
to drop their subscriptions if 
the Globe followed suit. 

But the Star is not out on a 
limb. Dozens of media outlets 
around the world, including 
Postmedia in September, have 
made the same call. Why? 
Because comments are rife 
with abuse and threats, racism, 
sexism and bigotry (for which 
the publishers are legally 
responsible). No one, not even 
the Globe commenters, denies 
it. Cleaning up that mess 
takes resources, and media 
companies are rather tight on 
resources these days. 

Some outlets, the New York 
Times being the most promin¬ 
ent, argue comments sections 
should be thought of not as an 
added bonus for readers but 
as the meat of engagement. 
Lose engagement and you 
lose readers. Lose readers and 


you lose money. 

It's perhaps easier for 
the Grey Lady to downplay 
moderating costs; It has the 
advantage of being part of a 
new digital project to analyze 
and develop tools for reader 
comments. 

But supposing comments 
sections really are integral to 
the exercise of online journal¬ 
ism, readers should be willing 
to pay. Maybe that means an 
extra fee in order to comment. 
Maybe it means watching an 
ad or just paying more overall 
for the news. 

Readers should know digital 
and print subscriptions do not 
cover the cost of journalism, 
let alone endangered inves¬ 
tigative journalism, let alone 
comment monitors. Ad dollars 
are only going in one direction, 
and while companies flail 
about for the best way to build 
readership and new revenue, 
some functions will get cut. 

Free speech is important 
but it's not a newspaper's job 
to give it you. Media compan¬ 
ies aren't public property. And 
your anonymity as a com- 
menter is not a right. 

So, yes, it would be great 
to have lively, spirited, hate- 
free debate in comments. 
Reporters would love to find 
story ideas there, along with 
new angles and meaningful 
critiques and media executives 
wouldn't scoff at 400-plus 
comments on a single piece. 

But if you want it, it should 
cost you.

voice. You see the sound go in one 
ear and then there is an absolutely 
realistic time delay whilst the synap¬ 
ses process this. Nothing happens for 
a second-and-a-half, then suddenly 
there’s a smile and excitement. I love 
that delay while they process it. You 
couldn’t buy that. I’ve been given that 
and it gives me utter joy because it 
is without guile. It is just an honest 
recognition of something I did.” 

A week before Daniels trekked to 
Tunisia in 1976 to begin shooting 
the sci-fi space opera, he was a stage 
actor performing in Tom Stoppard’s 
absurdist play Rosencrantz and Guil- 
denstern Are Dead. 

“It’s about two nobodies,” he says. 
“Rosencrantz is a bit gung ho, (he) 
doesn’t think. Doesn’t work things 
out really; just goes for the main 
thing. His friend Guildenstern is much 
more reserved, much more intellec¬ 
tual. He thinks about things. Worries 
about things. 

“There I am a week later playing C- 
3PO in the desert with R2D2.1 would 
say it was three or four years later 
that something in my brain went, 
‘Wait a minute, R2 and 3PO are Ros¬ 
encrantz and Guildenstern.’ There is 
a nice synergy there, or connection 
I think. 3PO is the clever one and 
R2 is the gung ho one. They’re odd 
couple buddies. It is a great dynamic 
to act off.” 

Today C-3PO and R2D2 are seen as 
a classic combo, but during filming, 
Daniels had his doubts it would work. 

“The problem for me was R2D2 
never made any sounds so I was play¬ 
ing off myself. Not to aggrandize my¬ 
self, but it was quite a challenge. It

was a bit like a terrible Whose Line 
Is It Anyway? where you pretend a 
chair is your best friend. 

“When I saw the final movie and 
there were R2’s beeps and responses, 
to me it was total magic because 
that was the first time I ever saw 
it. They had woven a conversation 
after the fact.” 

Playing the golden droid has been 
a lifelong career for Daniels. The 
69-year-old actor was just 30 years 
old when he first donned C-3PO’s suit 
and has since appeared in person or 
voice in dozens of movies, television 
shows, commercials, PSAs and live 
events as the character. He’s even 
in the legendaiy The Star Wars Holi¬ 
day Special and says he’s been “very 
lucky to be given the chance” to play 
C-3PO but calls that his “business life.” 

“I don’t go around saying, ‘Do you 
know who I am?’ 

When I suggest he could at least 
use his fame and the C-3PO voice to 
get great tables in restaurants he 
says, “No, no, no. Then they’d say 
there’s no table tonight or tomor¬ 
row. I don’t think people would be 
too terribly impressed to have me in 
the restaurant. Were I to enter in a 
gold suit then I could have the entire 
room to myself!”

Playing C-3PO 
comes with its 
share of strange 
moments 


Having one of the most recognizable 
voices in movie history can lead to 
some surreal moments. Just ask An¬ 
thony Daniels. He’s played C-3PO in 
all seven Star Wars films, including 
this weekend’s Star Wars: The Force 
Awakens and once rented a car with 
a very familiar voice on the GPS. 

“I felt uncomfortable with me — 
very clearly — giving me instruc¬ 
tion for something I didn’t 
know.

When SNL vet Maya Rudolph 
isn’t busy being hilarious — 
like in the new comedy Sisters 
alongside Tina Fey and Amy 
Poehler — she’s busy raising 
her four young children with 
her husband, filmmaker Paul 
Thomas Anderson. So it’s under¬ 
standable why she doesn’t have 
much time for social media. But 
even if she did, she’d avoid it all 
the same. 

Your character, Brinda, has 
a major chip on her shoulder 
from high school. How was 
it playing that kind of long- 
held resentment? 

It is fun. I think the insecurity 
of Brinda’s character really is 
our own collective insecur¬ 
ity. Eveiybody wants to be 
invited to the party. That’s 
sort of the worst possible feel¬ 
ing in terms of high school 
days. You don’t want to be 
the person that’s left off the 
fist. I feel like with Brinda it’s 
almost as if she was just wait¬ 
ing for Kate (played by Fey) to 
come back to her hometown 
so she could be like, “See? I’ve 
really got my life together.” 


It’s interesting how that 
FOMO (fear of missing out) 
turned her into a mean girl. 

She has major FOMO. I just 
learned about FOMO. But 
eveiyone’s got FOMO. Well, 
not eveiyone. Some people 
don’t. Some people are actual¬ 
ly content. 

Twitter and Facebook have 
made it more pronounced. 

Yes. I don’t dabble in those 
things. Maybe I was just bom 
so early in the ’70s that it’s 
just so hard for me to relate 
to the idea of sharing every¬ 
thing. When I do see other 
people’s Instagrams or Twit¬ 
ter, it’s such a carefully edited 
version of themselves, so 
eveiything looks f—ing great. 
Everything is perfect. Your 
life is perfect. But also I don’t 
want anybody to know my 
business. 

And it’s a lot of work. 

I feel like if I was constantly 
doing that and not doing the 
other things I need to do, I 
would hate myself a little bit. 

I don’t have enough time to 
do the things I’m supposed to 
be doing, so it would just feel 
like pure procrastination. 

Has anyone ever pressured 
you to do it for work? 

Yes. When I did my variety 
show, I was given a Twitter 
account... And so I announced 
it, like, “Hey!

You should watch 
it.” And the response was so 
crazy. I obviously had not set 
up my settings correctly, but 


people started responding 
and my phone would not 
stop. It felt weird. 

That sounds terrifying. 

It was. And I’m not used to it. 
I’m not good at it. I’m good at 
other things. 

Such as? 

Roller skating. But not ice 
skating. And I do not know 
how to rollerblade either. 

How does this compare to 
crazy parties you’ve been to? 

This is the craziest party. I 
mean, I did go to a lot of par¬ 
ties in high school. I grew up 
in LA., and the thing to do 
was just go to random parties. 
You’d just go to somebody’s 
house. It was so stupid, eveiy¬ 
thing about it was dumb. 

The concept of it is just so 
screwed up. “Hey, there’s a 
bunch of children in a home 
and the adults are gone and 
eveiyone’s wasted!”

Canadian films 
join in a global 
celebration of 
short movies 

Shorter attention spans are 
spawning memorable movies. 

That’s how award-winning 
Toronto filmmaker and ani¬ 
mator Sol Friedman sees it. 
His eight-minute film Bacon 
& God’s Wrath, a whimsical 


study of a 90-year-old Jewish 
woman weighing her decision 
to have her first taste of pork, 
is among 28 shorts screening 
in various locations during 
the free film series called The 
Shortest Day. 

Started in France in 2011, 
The Shortest Day is now in 
50 countries and is called a 
“celebration” of shorts, rather 
than a film fest. 

The Canadian-made mov¬ 
ies are bundled into four free 
programs: Dramas and Comed¬ 
ies; Kids; Family and Musical. 


They screen Friday to Mon¬ 
day at more than 80 venues 
across Canada, from shopping 
malls to theatres, leading up 
to Tuesday’s Winter Solstice, 
the shortest day of the year. 
Go to theshortestday.ca for 
a list of programs, films and 
locations. 

“This art form, which has 
always been on the periphery 
... is certainly having its mo¬ 
ment,” said Friedman, 33. He 
blends action and animation 
in Bacon & God’s Wrath, along

My brother and I will be watching

Food doesn’t factor large in 
that galaxy, far, far away. 
There’s the scene on Tatoo- 
ine where Luke drinks blue 
milk in his uncle and aunt’s 
kitchen. There’s the scene in 
the Mos Eisley cantina — a 
wretched hive of scum and 
villainy — where glowing 
cocktails are consumed. And 
there’s the scene on Dagobah 
where Yoda breaks into Luke’s 
kit rations and then Yoda 
cooks Luke a potent gruel in 
his hut.

this weekend after Star Wars 
Episode VII; The Force Awak¬ 
ens opens on Dec. 18.

Film looks

Noma: My Perfect Storm may 
capture 33-months in the kitch¬ 
en of Rene Redzepi’s four-time 
winning Best Restaurant in the 
World, but Pierre Deschamps 
actually never set out to make 
a movie about food. 

“The first goal was to focus 
on Redzepi,” admitted the film¬ 
maker ahead of the documen¬ 
tary’s release in select theatres 
and on VOD. 

“The backdrop is Noma. I 
didn’t want to go too much 
into the making of the food it¬ 
self because we have TV shows 
and they do that all the time. 
I was really trying to tell the 
stoiy of a person in a specific 
context and what that person 
achieved.” 

Redzepi’s accomplishments 
are certainly worth attention. 
The young Danish chef has 
not only run world-renowned 
Noma, a restaurant in Copen¬ 
hagen, he also invented New 
Nordic Cuisine — an artistic, 
locally-based gastronomy that

relies heavily on seasonal in¬ 
gredients and foraging. Perhaps 
more importantly, Deschamps 
explores how an ostracized 
Muslim youth battled racism 
and still seemingly suffers the 
insecurity of being an outsider 
— even as he runs the Best Res¬ 
taurant in the World. 

“I knew he has issues with 
racism (and) I knew with Noma, 
he was trying to do something 
different. The sum of those 
factors made him who he be¬ 
came,” said Deschamps. “When 
you look at Redzepi’s stoiy, it’s 


a guy who climbed the ladder 
of success within a few years 
to become the God of Food — 
people will be surprised looking 
at the ups and downs.” 

Moviegoers will also see be¬ 
hind the curtain of one of the 
most celebrated kitchens on the 
planet. There may be scenes of 
Redzepi rejoicing his apprenti¬ 
ces’ gastronomic experimenta¬ 
tions, but they’re equally bal¬ 
anced by brazen sequences of 
the famous chef emotional and 
unhinged. 

“He knows me a bit — who 


I am and my philosophy about 
life. And he knows I wasn’t go¬ 
ing to dig into private stuff,” 
admitted Deschamps about cap¬ 
turing such intimate moments 
on-screen. But the filmmaker 


is also quick to credit Danish 
culture’s broad respect for “tall 
poppy syndrome” for Redzepi’s 
modesty as well. 

“You need to make sure 
you respect eveiyone and you

Actor-author Ethan Hawke took 
on modern-day parenting chal¬ 
lenges with the help of a fic¬ 
titious 15th-century Cornish 
knight.

I really view myself as the editor 


book — among them Muham¬ 
mad Ah, Vince Lombardi, Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt, Boyhood and 
Before Sunrise trilogy director

Like the knight in the book, 
Hawke has four children: daugh¬ 
ter Maya, 17, and son Levon, 
13, with ex-wife Uma Thurman 
and daughters Clementine, 7, 
and 4-year-old Indiana with wife 
Ryan Hawke. 

He liked to use these stories 


to spark conversations with his 
ldds about rules and behaviours. 

“They’re hard conversations 
to have, and part of it for me, 
doing a lot of my parenting from 
the handicapped vantage point 
of a divorcee... I’d be apart from 
the kids,” Hawke explained. 

“I have them every other 
weekend and there are all these 
things I wanted to talk about 
and they never come up on 
their own.”

Canuck cartoonist

Writer-artist 
talks working 
with childhood 
favourites 

As a kid in Barrie, Ont., cartoonist 
Steve Murray had an affinity for 
Archie Comics wry guy Jughead 
Jones, Marvel’s anthropomorphic 
Howard the Duck and, of course, 
Star Wars. 

Now the writer-artist is a part 
of those veiy worlds, thanks to a 
skyrocketing comic book career 
that has him so busy, he jokes: 
“It’s not a good move.” 

“It’s not good for my health, 
it’s not good for my relationship, 
it’s not good for anyone, really,” 
Murray, who goes by the pseudo¬ 
nym Chip Zdarsky, said with a 
laugh in a recent phone inter¬ 
view from his Toronto home. 

Indeed, the former National 
Post illustrator and columnist 
has enough projects on the go 
to even rattle the seemingly un¬ 
flappable Jughead. 

He’s writing the rebooted Jug¬ 
head series for Archie Comics, 
which launched in October, as 
well as a new Howard the Duck 
Marvel Comics book series that 
kicked off in March. 

Meanwhile, he continues to 
illustrate his hit series Sex Crim¬ 
inals, which won a Will Eisner 
Comic Industry Award and has 
been optioned for a TV pilot by 
Universal Television. 

And he recently drew a variant 
cover for issue No. 1 of Marvel’s 
Star Wars: Vader Down comic. 

The rare cover, featuring 
Darth Vader and Jaxxon the 
green rabbit, went gangbusters 
on the auction circuit: one copy 
recently sold on eBay for about 
$3,700 US and another sold for 
$4,000 during an online auction 
set up by Canada Cares. The lat¬ 
ter sale will help support a Syr¬ 
ian refugee family’s journey to 
Toronto. 

Murray, whose other comics 
include Prison Funnies and Mon¬ 
ster Cops, developed a passion 
for drawing as a child. 

“I didn’t do too well in art in 
high school, I think just because 
I always wanted to draw comics,” 
said Murray, “so anything else I 
tried to turn into a comic book 
and the teacher would get upset 
with me.” 

While studying art at Sheri¬ 
dan College in Oakville, Ont., 
he had to do a 3-D recreation 
of a 2-D work of art. He built a 
comic frame around himself, had 
a speech balloon pointed at his 
head and impersonated Jughead. 

“I recreated a panel from a 
Jughead comic just because of 
my affinity for the character,” 


he said. “I think I got a C-plus. 
I don’t think the teacher quite 
considered Jughead ‘art.’” 

An ironic notion now, given 
the fame the easygoing, burger- 
loving character has brought 
Murray on the convention circuit. 

Murray said Archie Comics felt 
he was a good fit for Jughead be¬ 
cause of his Chip Zdarsky online 
persona as well as some comical 
banter he had on Faceboolc with 
his hometown Applebee’s res¬ 
taurant that went viral last year. 

“The Archie crew saw that as 
a veiy Jughead-style thing,” he 
said, “and in my youth I kind of

Murray’s involvement with 
Howard the Duck also harkens 
back to his childhood. 

“Howard the book I loved 
as a kid, so it was pretty easy 
to come up with ideas for the 
pitch,” he said.

Snorkelling with harbour seals 
may seem like an unlikely Can¬ 
adian wintertime activity, but 
tourism officials in Nanaimo 
say it’s definitely doable. 

A local dive company, Sun¬ 
down Diving, takes visitors to 
Snake Island for the experience, 
providing the necessaiy equip¬ 
ment such as wetsuit, gloves, 
mask and snorkel.

Kids 

Most games let you play con¬ 
tent created by other people, but 
Nintendo’s Super Mario Maker 
(for Nintendo Wii U) also lets 
you design, create and share 
your very own Super Mario ad¬ 
ventures. Along with the 60-odd 
playable Nintendo-made levels, 
the game includes tools to make 
two-dimensional platforming 
levels based on previous Super 
Mario games. 

As you might suspect, you’ll

mostly mn from the left side 
of the screen to the right, leap 
across platforms, break open 
power-ups, climb into pipes, 
and jump on enemies to destroy 
them. After you’ve designed a 
world, play it through, hand the 
controller to a sibling or friend, 
or upload to the online com¬ 
munity. You can download other 
creations, too. 

One of the world’s hottest 
kids’ franchises is getting a re¬ 
boot.

in iconic Star Wars locations —

NHL 

Despite latest 
goryHamhuis 
scene, visors are 
still preferred 

The gruesome sight of Dan 
Hamhuis on the ice with his 
legs flailing made fellow NHL 
players cringe. A shot like the 
one that cracked the Vancouver 
Canucks defenceman in the face 


could happen to anyone. 

Hamhuis is out two months 
after surgeiy to repair facial frac¬ 
tures. Even though he wears a 
visor like a vast majority of the 
league now, it couldn’t save him 
when a slap shot from the New 
York Rangers’ Dan Boyle hit him 
in the jaw from close range. 

Only a full face shield or cage 
could have prevented that in¬ 
jury. The league and Players’ 
Association only two years ago 
mandated visors for incoming 
players, but there could be a 


day in the distant future when 
full facial protection like in 
youth, college 
and women’s 
hockey, is com¬ 
monplace in the 
NHL. 

“It’s probably 
the next step,” 

San Jose Sharks 
coach Peter 
DeBoer said. “No 
one thought helmets were com¬ 
ing in and they did, and then no 
one thought visors were coming 


in and they did. I’m sure there 
will be a day down the road one 
day here where 
it is (normal).” 

Canucks 
coach Willie 
Desjardins said 
recently that 
“you forget 
how vicious the 
game is some¬ 
times” and re¬ 
called Hamhuis experiencing 
a near miss of a puck whizzing 
by his visor two games earlier. 


“That happens on a regular 
basis and it’s probably surpris¬ 
ing that maybe more guys don’t 
get hit,” Desjardins said. 

Current players are conflicted 
on the subject but are in agree¬ 
ment that frill face shields aren’t 
coming any time soon. Toronto 
Maple Leafs defenceman Matt 
Hunwick called the Hamhuis 
injury a “freak accident,” even 
if similar plays happen often. 

Go into any locker-room and 
there are a handful of players 
who remember losing teeth or 


breaking bones from an errant 
stick or a puck. It’s basically the 
only way anyone in the NHL 
now puts on a full face shield. 

Philadelphia Flyers forward 
Sam Gagner, who recently suf¬ 
fered a concussion when his 
head hit the ice, remembers 
breaking his jaw in 2013 and 
was no fan of wearing the full 
shield. 

“It hinders you,” Gagner 
said. “Your vision of the puck, 
it throws that off a bit.”
